Confirmation of meeting with former Scoutmaster* 



This note confirms that I have met with Mr. J. Mohr, Troop 43G ! s for- 
mer Scoutmaster on 15 May, and we have discussed his rebuttal of the 
charges chat were levied against him. Mr. Mohr obtained copies of my 
report from your office—and has provided me "corrected" copies > as 
well as the original draft of the rebuttal letter which was sent to 
Mr, 3. Pisei, who was Chen our troop's district executive. 

After I had drafted my original report of his dismissal (29 March) , I 
became aware there were some erroneous dates . I had incorrectly 
looked at the calendar as I attempted to document the various happen- 
ings , and while I was correct on the days » I was off by one week, on 
some of the daces . Therefore , I concur with his corrections of Che 



Mr. Mohr did ask to bring his wife to the Committee seating wherein 
the charges were levied against him. I felt it would be better if she 
did not attend (ref. page 4 of ny 29 March report). 

I agree char Mr. Mohr nade the statement, "If I'm guile/ of anything, 
I'm guilty of voyeurism" (ref. page 5 of ay 29 March report). In 
Light of the charges, and his admissions to other incidents, I do not 
feel this elaboration has any significant impact on che outcome. 

With regard to Mr. Mohr's additional details of touching the penis of. 
Che sleeping Scout who has a reputation as a bed-wetter. When I asked 
him where he couched the Scout, he replied "on the pecker." I must 
point out that I did not know — nor did I ask — if the scout was wearing 
bedclothes. (Again, ref. page 5 of ay 29 March report). 

Since the dismissal, I have learned chat there are two Scouts — not 
one — in Troop 430 who attend the same private school (ref. page L of 
che 3 April 1985 nemo) . I do not feel that elaboration alters any* 
thing. 

As co Mr . Mohr be ing asked to leave che Aledo troop } I cannot judge 
che truth of che stacement or che elaboration (ref. page 2 of my 3 
April report) . The other commit tee member in whom Mr. Mohr confided 
related to the committee that Mr. Mohr was asked to leave chat troop.

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I assume Mr. Mohr had given chat information to che ocher Committee 
member. 

Most of Mr. Mohr's rebuttal is further elaboration of incidents chat 
he related to me in private discussion, or that led to the charges 
which resulted in the Committee's action. Those details were not re- 
laced co me at che time, and I cannot judge cheir authenticity. 

Based on che charges levied against Mr. Mohr in March, and his subset 
quent comments to ayseif and one other member of che Scout Committee, 
I still feel we handled the situation as delicately as possible and in 
che best interests of all concerned: Mr. Mohr, the Reynolds Methodist 
Church, the Troop 430 Committee, The 3oy Scouts of America, and che 
complaining families. 

Just one more point. I was informed it was necessary that I submit 
reports of the case Co che Scout Office in the event there was legal 
action. I realize che former Scoutmaster could have obtained copies 
of my reports if che case had gone Co court, but I feel your office 
was out of line in giving chem co him. Even though I refrained from 
mentioning names in chose memos, a person familiar with past and pres- 
ent troop rostars could easily identify aiauy of Che people co whom I 
ref erred by che simple process of deduction. And in che former Scout- 
master's highly emotional state afcer being dismissed, action could 
have been taken against chose people. Responsibility in that case 
would rest directly with che Scout Office. 

As par our telephone discussion, chis letter will conclude my reports* 
There seems to aie co be no advantage for anyone — the 3oy Scouts of 
America, che Trcop ^30 Commie tee , che sponsoring organisation, Mr. 
Mohr or che complaining families — co continue discussions and re- 
buttals of cha incident .

The former scoutmaster read a chrse-psge latter to the committee , 
denying the complaints against hin. A copy of cha letter is enclosed. 

The former scoutmaster and his vif a boch indicated chat the commic- 
tae improperly handled the complaint session and the recuest for his 
resignation. They felt a committee composed of cha committee- chairman, 
scoutmaster, complaining rccher and her son, and the minister of the 
church, should have heard the charges, giving cha scoutmaster a chance 
to face the boy and his nether. I, as committee chairman, and one other 
committee nember, indicated that vcuid noc have changed the end result; 
the committee couldn't risk, caking a chance that the charges vera valid. 
Cur first responsibility vas Co prccect the boys. Our answer did not 
appease cha former scoutmaster and his wife. 



The farmer scoutmaster's vif a charged one o'f che committee tremoers 
sons had gone to school and told people his scoutmaster vas "gay." we 
have no vay of knowing if that is true, although the son of the commic- 
tee member charged is the only boy in the troop who attends a private 
school in an adjacent community. I can f t figure out how his telling 
chat at a private school—if, indeed, ha did— would result in news 
leaking out in che Reynolds — Taylor Ridge communities. 

Indicating that we could argue che issue all sight, 4 che former 
scoutmaster and his wife left the room. Krs. Barber stayed long enough 
to indicate chat she, and people in her neighborhood supported che 
former scoutmaster and that they felt we had not handled cha situation 
properly. She then left, and joined che formers scoutmaster and his 
vif a, presumably to go home. 
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( The committee briefly discussed che nee tin?. Tom WUlians and I 

mated several inconsis tencies be eve en what che former scoutmaster said 
in his letter and vhat he had cold us in his separate meetings vith us. 
Because of chose inconsistencies, I decided to read co che comic tee che 
summary I had drafted for you. As a check on che accuracy of ay memory, 
I asked Tost to read it first. He said it was accurate, and elaborated 
further on one point. With that, the letter vas read to cocairtae 
members who were present. Ail were cautioned not co repeat any of che 
material contained therein. 



The point Tom tfilliams elaborated upon concerned the Scout Trcop in 
Aiedo. He indicated che f artier scoutmaster had cold him he had been* 
asked to leave chat troop . 

I should point out chat while I had refrained from reseating zrr 
conversation with che corner scoutmaster co ccrttitree members, I had 
asked him on Monday, IS h'arch, if he vanted che committee cold of che 
things va had dlscisszc. tie had said ac chat rise he didn't care if che 
committee knew. I had kept our conversacion confidential because 1 fait-; 
it did nothing but Tiarr. hid, and could further damage his reputation. 
Because I fait his written denial was inconsistent with his conversation 
to ore, however, I decided the other committee members should be aware of 
it. 



One other item has coca to ry attention. Earlier this week, che 
comer scoutmaster indicated co Ton Viliians that ha faic he could still 
serve — pessibly as outdoor chairman — on che troop committee, a position 
that has been held for rcore Chan a /ear by let: Lillians . 'Chile* he did 
not make chat request co che committee, and va did not formally vote on 
it, all committee members present indicated chat he should not serve in 
chat or in any other crocp capacity. 

It is our hope that the nesting of 2 April, and turning these 
summaries, the former scoutmaster's letter to the committee : and his 
resignation to che scouts, will and this prcolan. Again this evening, I 
will contact che tocher who nana che original complaint, and ask hereto 
write cut a statement. Last week, she indicated she would not. Howev- 
er, since she and her sons are mentioned in the former scoutmaster's 
latter, I feel she should at least clarify the complaints.

Committee r 3 request for scoutmaster 1 s resignation 



As I returr.ee home free a club meeting at approximately LI p.m. , 
Tuesday, 19 March, my vife szop-ped re at the front door, saying :hers 
had beer, scree calls during the evening from one Scout's nother. This 
nether -anted to talk vita ne immediately about what she said vas a 
critical problem vithin the troop. I immediately vent to her house to 
See vhat the problem was. 

When I arrived at the 'Scout's home, his nother proceeded to tall ma 
that her oldest son, vho had dropped out of the troop late last summer 
for no apparent reason, had now confided in her that Che scoutmaster had 
shared a sleeping bag with hint and had fondeied or masturbated him. 

About 15 minutes later, the boy arrived and I questioned hit:* He 
sat on the floor and kept his head dovrr and his voice lev curing the 
entire conversation. He said he had quit the troop because of the 
overtures of the scoutrcast ar . He said that he had shared a sleeping bag 
vith the scoutmaster , and pinpointed the incident as happening at 
Minneyata summer camp two years ago. He said that the sleeping bag had 
become torn* His nother recalled that the bag had been torn when he 
returned frca canp. There vas never an explanation of how the bag 
became torn, or why the tvo -of that: settled into one sleeping bag* The 
forcer Scout went on to say that the scoutmaster had discussed 
masturbation with him at the time of the incident, and had "touched" his 
penis. The former Scout did not use the word "masturbation*" He said 
the scoutmaster told him he (the Scout) had instigated the action, and 
if he told anyone, people would believe the scoutmaster, not him. He 
said that the scoutmaster went on to imply that it was his (the Scout's} 
fault. The boy (who is approximately 17 years old) vent on to say than 
if the scoutmaster did anything to his younger brother (who is 11 or 13 
years old), that he would "get him*" 

The nother told me the' issue had come to light when a father in the 
neighborhood overheard his sen and another scout talking about the 
scoutmaster's actions. Their discussion was on a game he had the boys 
play at a troop neeting in the Reynolds United Methodist Church base- 
ment, approximately three weeks earlier. It involved dividing the bavs 
into two teams, with one nember stripping to his undershorts. The 
nearly-naked team nember then ran to a 'plastic garbage lid at the far 
end of the Church basement. His t a ammat as vera to tie together several

Since chera was only one garbage can lid, the teams 
vera tired against a stopwatch. 

I was present that aighc, and should aoc have allowed the game to 
be played. It was not popular with the scouts. Several of the older 
boys refused to be the one who undressed. Then, their knots did not 
hold. At best, the game was a complete fiasco. I later learned that 
the game idea had b een- taken from one of the scoutmaster f s manuals . I 
must confess that I did not even zhink at the boy's embarrassment if the 
Church's female minister would have walked in. 

The mo cher added that she had calked to another family in the 
troop, in addition to the family whose father had overheard the chil- 
dren^ conversation about the "undressing" game. She brought up the 
subject of nude swimminm. I was aware that during the summer months, 
che scoutmaster had usually invited che Scouts to svim at his family 
pool after che Vednesdny night meetings. They always swam nude — in the 
cam. **hiie she could pinpoint no incidents at these sessions* she did 
point out that the troop members would go willingly for a time, then 
refuse to gc any more. She added that che family whose father had 
overheard the boys talking about the scoutmaster's game, would soon have 
a Cub Scout entering che crcop. The older brother flatly said che young 
boy could mot swim at che scoutmaster ' s — but he gave no explanation for 
it is statement. He finally cold his parents that cn one occasion about 
four years earlier, he had been swimming with- crunks on and the 
scoutmaster had cold him co pull his trunks down so he could see him. 
Vhen his mother asked what ha did, he reportedly said "Mom, I was onlv 
10". The boy is now either l~ or 15 years old. I do not know if this 
incident cook place at the scoutmaster's pool or somewhere else. 

The mother added chat che son of che second family co whom she had 
calked, simply said he would not be alone with che scoutmaster* 

The mother then proceeded co ceil me of another "incident" chat 
cook place last summer at Minueyaca Scout Camp , and involved her younger 
sen. At this time, the scoutmaster supposedly put his arm around the 
boy during a camp fire , and let his hand drop co che child's groin. 

The mother wanted the incidents brought to the Committee's atten- 
tion, indicated the scoutmaster should be removed from his post, and 
chat if he were not removed, she wcuid file charges. I assured her that 
I would look into the matter, and call a. special trooo Committee meet- 
ing, co which she would be invited co air her complaints. 

The following night (Wednesday, 20 March) , I attended the regular 
weekly Scout meeting. I observed che scoutmaster put his arm around cue 
of the boys and talk briefly to him — it was the young sen of the woman 
vho had complained. I f d seen the scoutmaster do the same thing with 
other boys many times, but I hadn't thought anything about it. That 
night the scoutmaster reminded the boys that a' weekend winter survival 
hike was planned to the Scout cabin a short distance outside the Tillage 
of Reynolds. Snowing that the mother was calking about possible charges 
against che scoutmaster, I was faced with a dilemma.

One of the boys (in his mid- -c a ens) said che scoutmaster 
vas gay, and made a remark about che scoutmaster helping a 14-year old 
boy vith his zipper. There vas no elaboration of chat comment. . 

The assistant scoutmaster reported he had seen nothing out-of-order 
on che vaakand vintar survival hike. £e did, however , say chat all of 
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the boys built chair winter survival shelters very snail, so Cher a was 
no room for anyone else inside chem. 

After considerable discussion and a poll or che board members, in 
was agreed we should ask che scoutmaster Co explain, the complaincs. 
Conxcticree members also were polled on whether or not we should ask for 
his resignation. Keep in mind that che mother indicated she would press 
charges if he did not resign, It was the unanimous opinion of che troop 
Committee that we would have to ask for the scoutmaster's resignation co 
protect che boys; that we could not cake a chance on whether or not che 
charges were valid. The parents left, with the exception of the one who 
was a crcop committee member, and che committee decided we should not 
give out che compiaincancs names. Committee members expressed concern 
chat che scouczastar should know who was making the complaints against 
hiz: f but felt chac it was cheir responsibility to protect the boys. 

I called the scoutmaster at approximately 9 p.m. , cold him there 
v.is a special commiccee meeting at ay house, chat che committee had 
heard seme ccmpiair.es against him, and asked him to ccme over to discmss - 
che complaints. He refused co come unless he knew what che complaints : 
vera. I simply cold him there ware charges chat ha had been "playing 
wich che boys." He arrived in approximately 15 minutes. 

I outlined che complaints against him, as detailed above. asked 
aim to explain chem. lie denied all che charges, saying he had never 
shared a sleeping bag wich one of the boys. I cold him chat with che 
complaints chac had been made, the Committee could not take a chance on 
chair being true. I asked him to resign. "So I have a choice?" he 
said. "Vxoc really," I replied. He gave us his verbal resignation and 
left. The Committee members discussed hew co manage che crcop. It was 
agreed that one of che assistant scoutmasters should cake over as acting 
scoucmascar until we could find a rep lac amen c. The nesting adjourned. 

Early che following af cartoon (Monday, 13 March), I received a call 
from che newiy-resigr.ee scoucmascar, asking me co meet him ac his heme 
at 5 p.m. At that time, I asked him if he would be willing co undergo 
an investigation — chac he would initiate — co clear himself. He said 
yes, but then reconsidered, saying it would 'have a devastating efface on 
his family. He then related several incidents co me, and indicatss he 
had also calked about them wich anocher committee member, Tom Williams . 

The scoutmaster cold me chac he had previously been investigated. 
He said chat in che mid f 30s , he had served as an assiscant scoucmascar 
of a troop in che wesc end of Rock Island ( troop number unknown) , and 
chat while on a camp out che scoutmaster had molested cvo of che Scouts. 
He said the scoutmaster was charged and served cime for che incident . 
Our newly-resigned scoutmaster claimed he had been cleared in che 
investigation, and had been allowed co keep che troop for approximately 
six months until a new scoucmascar could be found — even chough he was 
actually coo young to have che responsibility of a crcop. He also cold 
me Chac he had been scoutmaster of a troop in 'Aledo , 111. I don'c knev 
when or how long he was associated wich chac crocp , but he implied ic 
was approximately 17 years ago; ac che cime his son was "born. Ha went 
on co cell ne he had been approached by one of che boys in che crooo , 
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and Indicated chat they had fondled each other. Later, when his son was 
born, this same youth was baby-sitting Che scoutmaster's daughter. The 
scoutmaster said- cha baby-sic ter found his way Co his (the 
scouczascar's) bee. I do not: recall if Che scoutmaster said anything 
happened ac chac time, nor do I recall if he gave a dace or a reason for 
leaving Che Aiedo troop. He did say chac Che boy is nova member of a 
gay community somewhere on Che west coast, and chac he has seen him 
since the incidents. He did not say if anything had occurred when he 
had seen him. 

He went on co call aae chac he has put his arm around many of cha 
Scouts, but he denied dropping his hand Co cha child's groin. He 
admitted to conducting tick checks of che Scout's groins at summer camp, 
and justified it by saying that ticks can cause a fatal disease. He 
admitted tc having che boys swim nude — at aighc — in his pool. He did 
act admit to fondling or touching any of them. He did say some could 
have bean kicked in che groin during chac activity , and, in fact, said 
hinsaii, had been kicked in che groin during chose swim sessions. 

The scoutmaster also related some other incidents co me. He : 
addicted :c being guilty of voyuerism (obtaining sexual gratification 
from seeing sex organs and sex acts). Hut he continued co plead inno- 
cent co che sexual fondling referred cb early in this summary. He 
admitted co couching a Scout's groin with his toe — and asking about a 
hernia that had supposedly been discovered during the Scout's summer 
camp physical (chis vas che same child who said che scoucmaster had 
fondled him). He admitted to having had another child in his sleeping 
bag — and stressed chat che child vas fully clothed. He said he was 
attempting co comfort che new Scout, who- vas homesick at summer camp. 
He stressed he did nothing co che child. He admitted co couching che 
penis of another Scout at summer camp. This, he explained, vas because 
en a chili had a his tor;* of bed-vetting , and — when he discovered it — he 
zheck&d the child nightly in an attempt co control che bed-watting. He 
assured me che child's father vas avare of the incident. 

The scoutmaster asked me for 50 days to finish up his Scouting 
activities. I polled che troop Commictee members by phone and got their 
consent / with che understanding that we always have someone with che 
scoutmaster and the boys, so chat nothing could happen. This would - 
include taking five boys Co Energy Merit Badge classes on three 
up-coming Tuesday nights, as well as the regular Wednesday night meet- 
ings. The Wednesday night meetings would be no problem because two 
assistant scoutmasters are always present. The Committee decided we 
would take turns driving the scoutmaster and the boys to che meetings, 
or sharing driving responsibilities vich che scoutmaster. Under uo . 
circumstances would we permit them co be alone exceoc in a vehicle in 
transit co or from che Energy meetings, and then only when there was a 
Committee member f s vehicle immeciacaly behind." The scoutmaster readily 
agreed to our conditions. 

But che mother of che two Scouts did cot agree. She indicatad that 
the scoutmaster could have only one aight co* handle his resignation and 
good-bye to che croop. Saying fr Ve don r c owe him anything/' she 
threatened publicity and charges if he was involved in troop activities 
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beyond Vednesday night, 20 March, fceiuctantiy, I called che scoutmaster 
on che afternoon of 20 March, and coLd his he would have to wrap every- 
thing up chac evening. He told me he would turn in his written resig- 
nation, and would not stay for che entire meeting. I contacted the 
assistant scoutmaster , and asked hit: to pur together some activity for 
the boys. 

The scoutmaster has repeatedly asked ore for the name of the 
complaining family, and has suggested tvo or three names as people who 
might make such complaints co che comnitcae. He has said on tvo 
occasions chat he does aot want to persecute an innocent boy. The 
scoutmaster has reportedly zee with his attorney, with you, and with the 
pastor of the Reynolds CTnirac Methodise Church. He has requested 
another treating between himself and che troop Committee. He wants to 
deny ail of the charges in a written letter. I have slated another 
troop Committee meeting for Tuesday night , . 2 April at 7 p.m. in the 
Rayr.oLcs tTnited Methodist Church Hasemer.t. k T e will give hin time on the 



Ic was the intention of the troop Committee to keep this problem 
quiet, to prevent charges against che. scoutmaster , and to save the 
scoutmaster's reputation, we have co way of proving or dis -proving the 
allegations. Unaware that we should have contacted the Church r s 
minister, wa were negligent in raking the initial contact. I should 
point out, however, chat the Scouting Co-Ordinator is a member of the 
Church Zcard, as wall as the troop Committee, and was present at the 
me s t ing . 

I have che following cements about things as they new stand. 

1. Z have personally known the scoutmaster for more than IQ 
years. I feel ha has never lied co re. He denias the 
charges . 

2. The former Scout who race the complaints about being fondled 
by the scoutmaster has reportedly been caught in lies in his 
neighborhood, according to one committee member. 

3. The mother who was willing to pubiically press charges when 
the issue initially came co light, refuses to write out these 
charges for submission to the Scout office, nor does she want 
her name or her children's names given to the Scout office. 
Still, she contends she will pubiically confront the 
scoutmaster if the trocp Committee deems it necessary. 

Her complaints were the ones the committee felt were 
"crucial" complaints. Because of her feelings, I have not used 
her name, nor che names of any of the other complaining 
families in this reeort . 



The youngest son of the woman who made the original complaint, 
is approximately as high as my shoulder. .I'm 5 r L, 
approximately the same height as the scoutmaster. I can f c 
envision how Z could put my arm around the neck of someone 
who is as tail as my shoulder", end let my hand drop co his 
groin. I don't know hew ruch this child has grown since 
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summer camp . I chink he would have co have grown quite a bit 
Co have been small enough Chen for che scoutmaster co 
accomplish such an act, and such familiarity for two people 
of chat approximate size seems co be hard Co accomplish," 
undetected — even if they vera sitting down at a campfira-. 

The scoutmaster has repeatedly asked ma and one other troop 
committee member, what family made che charges. We have 
refused Co give him che name, reasoning chat if the charges 
should be true, we must protect che boy. Still, if he is 
guilty „ 'he certainly should know who made the charges, Kis 
attempts co find out che boys name could be a ruse, but if so, 
he is playing it very convincingly. ■ 

The scoutmaster has devoted four years and countless hours to 
making Troop i3G one of che outstanding troops in western 
Illinois* Over those years, our troop has participated in 
repelling, canoeing, ballaning, croop and patrol weekend 
canpoucs, and Merit Badge classes, in addition to the normal 
council activities, r «e have an extremely active troop. The 
scoutmaster has been che driving force behind ail of this 
activity. There is no logical reason why he vcuid work so 
hare to sake the troop so active, then risk it on activities 
like the charges outlined above. Still, we seem to have a 
fairly high dropout rate among the older boys. I don't know 
why they choose not to continue. The scoutmaster indicates 
the dropout rate is no at^h^z than in other troops, 

' Although croop Committee members and complaining parents 
accounted for one— half of the crocp members at the 17 March 
complaint meeting, other parents have reportedly called the 
Scout office and complained that che scoutmaster's resignation 
was mishandled. Parents have also called other parents, an 
assistant scoutmaster, and — unknowingly — some Committee 
members. They have reportedly asked for: 

A. An investigation, including questioning of ail 
che Scouts. 

3. A petition to retain the scoutmaster. 

Ac the 27 March troop meeting, several older Scouts '-era 
cautioned by che acting scoutmaster against loud and 
obnoxious behavior; something we had seen coming on in past ' 
weeks. They indicated co che assistant scoutmaster chat 
they had acted in that manner in an actempc to get the 
scoutmaster to resign. 

I can r t help feeling something is wrong with this whole 
scenario. I have not related the details of ny conversation 
with the scoutmaster to other committee members. We asked him 
co resign over one "crucial" complaint, one "less-crucial" 
complaint, and reports of several "grey 'area" incidents chat 
could have been mis -in cam re cations . The original cent laint
